The J a pa nese purpose of setting up five 
Xorth China provinc'es as an infiepcndent 
state has suffered a reverse. The J a pa ­ 
nese admit nothing of the sort; they say 
tha t the movement was entirely Chinese 
and tha t they had nothing to do witli its 
promotion. A 
degree of autonomy 
has 
been ceded to a comparatively small area 
and it is plain tha t efforts will be jiut 
forward to increase this greatly. 
Since full J a pa nese diplomatic-military 
co-operation had existed

stages of the movement, it is clear that 
some unexpected 
opposition

a ppea red to warrant the later caution of 
the wa r office, says the P'oreign Policy 
Bulletin. “ No satisfactory explanation of 
the sources of this opposition has yet 
been made. Certain of the contributory 
factors, however, are fairly obvious. 
No popula r support for the a utonomy 
movement existed in North China. Several 
of the Chinese generals, nota bly Sha ng 
Chen in Hopei and Han Fa nchu in Sha n­ 
tung, were a ppa rently unwilling to parti­ 
cipate in the 
J apa nese-sponsored 
pro­ 
gram. At Na nking the pi’oject met with 
increasing resistance, attributed to British 
support. The possibility tha t J a pa n’s seiz­ 
ure of North (^una mig ht foster Anglo- 
American co-operation at the London na ­ 
val conference wa s also I’eported.“ 
The urgent dema nd of the Cantonese 
for resistance to J apan is seriously a f­ 
fecting the position of tlie pro-J apanese 
clique hea ded by Premier W a ng Ching- 
wei. It is reported that many of his fol­ 
lowers failed of i*eelection to the central 
committee of the Koumintang and that he 
may be supplanted. J a pa n’s reluctance 
“ to take military action in the fa ce of 
local incidents at Sha ng ha i was* possilily 
influenced by similar considerations.”
